From time to time a NEW UFO group emerges from the murky depths, and in r. 
letter to MAPIT recently, Timothy Evans explained the new RADAA5 and 
RIEA D setup in detail: 

As regards our change from an Astronomical to a UFO Study Group, I 
feel I must explain fully. 

Wo first started as an Astro group, briefly dealing with UFO sighti 
Gradually, more arid more members became interested in xhe UFO phenomena 
and we found ourselves dealing with sightings in more detail. We also 
found that the study of ^FO's was slightly more convenient and interesti 
to pursue, since we possessed no telescopes above 3" in diameter and 
younger members were somewhat disillusioned by the limits of their equip¬ 
ment. These reasons, and others, too, made us decide to concentrate our 
efforts to the study of UFOlogy. However, our full title is the 
Rossendale anci District Amateur Astronomy Society, incorporating the 
Rossendale Investigation Group on Aerial Phenomenon. Consequently, 
we either use RADAAS or RIGAP - depending on the mode and purpose, of the 
correspondence or event. Our aims are much the same as other UFO Study 
Groups - to investigate the UFO Phenomenon by collecting, evaluating and 
cataloguing UFO sightings, and pe rticipeting in various projects with ti.i 
our aim, in mind. 

With this in mind, we are a very small group - we have twenty member 
on record, but only hall-a-dozen in practice. Even so, we manage to 
continue our work. As regards levels of co-operation, 1 really meant 
just an exchange of information •- general UFO news, recent sightings, 
projects, etc.

Perhaps in another twenty-ode years 
fruitless arid completely l nco-ordinatad JFi research, a few groups might 
listen. 

UNO will continue. BUFOR/v has managed to for years without having 
the slightest compulsion to co-ordinate UFO reports and info in this 
country. UNO cr any other group can keep on doing the same very thing. 
Co-operation is hard work - that's why we can see that B'JFORA has never 
bothered. 

Rn:her than being a load of ignorant savages UFQlogically speaking, 
we cculd attempt an exercise in intelligence.
